He 
said that he would vote for 
the center only if Johnson 
collected no fee. 

Johnson's resignation from 
his $3600 post on the Colum- 
bus Civil Service Commission 
became effective June 1. 

In Council meeting Monday 
night, Council President M.D. 
Portman said (referring to the 
land controversy) that the 
issue “involves” one-man 
violating the city charter 
which, prohibits employees 
from™entering transactions 
withthe city. 

“He forfeited. his job...that 
takes care of it, as | um- 
derstand it,” Portman con- 
cluded. 

However, Petree would not 
be satisfied with Johnson's 
resignation; he had his eye 
on Johnson's billfold. Con- 
sequently, a facility that black 
people planned for five years, 
which would house anti- 
poverty agencies and serve 
the Columbus’ community, 
was buried beneath Petree’s 
attempt to stop one black 
man _ from._collecting .a 
broker's fee. : 

More importantly, Petree’s 
actions are even more 
suspect because even though 
he claimed that he was only 
concerned with the legality of

fact that the original land- 
sale tegislation was amended 
to give the City Attorney the 
discretion to withhold signing 
the contracts if a conflict of 
interest were involved.

RESOLUTION TO 
STATE BOARD

An Ohio Senate resolution 
encouraging the Department 
of Education. to incorporate 
the contributions of all racial 
groups in its guidelines for 
required subjects was 
presented to the State Board 
of Education Monday. 


Sen. William F. Bowen (D- 


Cincinnati), who sponsored 
the initial Senate bill that was 
later changed'to a resolution, 
told. the Board that the 
resolution does not call for 
separate courses in black 
history, “but that the con- 
tributions of different ethnic 
groups should be propor- 
tionately, adequately, and

Women Voters Group Endorses 
Tenant-Landlord Legislation 


The League of Women 
Voters of Metropolitan 
Columbus (LWVMC) has. en- 
dorsed Tenant-Landlord 
legislation (Senate Bill 103) 
now before the Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee in 
the Ohio General Assembly, 
and House Bill 169, which 
Parallels the Senate measure. 

The bills define respon- 
sibilities and rights-of the lan- 
diord and tenant, 

In a statement to the press, 
the LWVMC maintained the 
bills provide a balanced ap- 
proach whicH will insure 
equitable treatment for both 
landlord and tenant. 

In. the proposed legislation, 
landlords would be respon- 
sible —for keeping “the 
premises safe-and sanitary, fit 
for habitation and .in com- 
pliance with state and local 
housing codes. The tenant 
would be responsible for 
good housekeeping prac- 
tices, 

»equipment and proper 
disposal of garbage and rub- 
bish. 

Protection against tenant 
abuse, reasonable rights to 
entry and the right to eviction 
with Cause are addressed in 
assigning landiord rights. 

At the same time, tenants 
are protected against 
retaliatory eviction, con- 
ditions inimical to health and 
safety and landlord neglect 
which leads to health and 
safety hazards. 

The landiord could break 
the lease and recover 
damages if the tenant did not” 
keep the agreement. On the 
other hand, the tenant, after 
10 days notice, could begin 
withholding rent if the lan- 
diord did not keep the

“The League believes that 
tenant-landiord legislation is 
necessary in order to insure 
more adequate housing main- 
tenance and, hence a better 
housing supply. 

“Improperly maintained 
housing isa problem: for the 
antire community.

threat to~ public” safety and 
health. Laws defining the 
responsibilities of the fan- 
dlord and tenant for property 
maintenance will over the 
long term support the 
&conomic well-being of the 


neighborhood: 

“The League believes this 
legislation should be the 
beginning of a trend in 
housing legislation which 
considers the rights of a com- 
munity to a stable and 
wholesome environment."

Reach Agreement 


A suit against the Univer- 
sity Community Tenants 
Union and 42 “striking” 
tenants was recently volun- 
tarily dismissed by the 
Regency Investment Co. 

The suit for $150,000 was 
filed last year by the invest- 
‘ment company as a result of 
tenants withholding payment 
of their final month's rent. 

In the settlement reached 
with the tenants union, 
Regency, which leases apart- 
ment units in the university 
area, agreed to include 
clauses in its future leases 
with tenants which would: 

* Allow tenants to appoint 
the tenants union as its bar- 
gaining representative in re- 
solving controversies arising 
under any lease; — —- 

* Provide for binding arbi- 
tration, at the request of the 
landiord or tenant, if a con- 
troversy cannot be amicably 
resolved; 

*-Grand_ the tenant_an_op- 
tion to renew and existing 
lease for an additional term 
of one year without an in- 
crease in rent. : 

In addition, Regency re- 
leased to the “striking”

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“It couldn't have happened to a nicer guy.” 

“What couldn't have happened to a nicer guy?” 

“Haven't you heard? Pat Penn, basketball coach at Bishop 
Ready High School, has been selected as the head basket-_ 
ball coach at Oberlin College.” 

This conversation was overheard a few weeks ago when 
two sports fans were discussing the past basketball season. 

We recall talking to Pat after his Silver Knights had won 
their second straight State Class AA High School basketball 
title at St. John Arena last May. We inquired at that time if he 
would take a college position if offered one. We remembered 
him saying that he would accept “if it was a pretty good of- 
fer.” 

Last week we beat the storm to the Pau! Lawrence Dun- 
bar Cultural Arts Center on Nelson Roag to havsanother chat 
with Penn. Without hesitating he said, “Yes, it is a good of- 
fer.” 

“Why ts it a pretty good offer?” we shot back at him. 
“Well,” he sdid, “it is extremely difficult to be a head coach 
to start with especially as a head coach in college higher 
than probably Ohio. Conference. |. probably wouldn't be able 
,to-be ina better league or bigger type school.” 

; “Secondly,” the coach said, “Oberlin's position opened 
__up this year and | don't. think that | could get in a much better 
position than the Ohio Conference and Oberlin.” 

He related his first contact with a school official thusly; 
‘First of all, | was attracted by their athletic director, Jack 
Scott: Jack Scott is extremely progressive in his ideas and 
his methodology toward athletics. Also, | think Oberlin is 

“probably one of the, finer academic institutions among the 
smat| collegés in the, United States and it also has one-of the 
better facilities, if not the best_facifity, in the Ohio Con- 

* “ference.” 

When we expressed dur interest in the length of the con- 
tract or offer Penn had with Oberlin, he replied, “It is a three 
year contract. | will have regular faculty status and a good 
salary. So all these things combined, | felt | couldn't pass up 
this opportunity ahd probably | wouldn't do better next year.” 

After_ pausing for a moment,_he continued, “And you 
know it is particularly hard for us (Blacks) to come. by those» 
offers.” 

“What type of team are you going to run into up there?” 
“What are you going to inherit?” Although Pat had never 
seen the team play, he did have this to say about them: 

‘Well, they are young. THat is probably the best thing | can 
say, They only graduated one senior who started last year.” 

We were curious to know what process was used to 
select a basketball coach at Oberlin. Penn explained the 
following system to us: = 

' “The way they selected a coach was first of all they 
; opened it up to applicants. | think they had approximately 85 
applicants from all over the United States: Then they had a 
screening committee to go over the applications. On this 
screening. committee, they had a respresentative from the 
physical education department, the. athletic director, a 
representative from the basketball team.” . 

We interrupted him to ask, “Basketball team? You mean 

one of the players?”

athletic director and one other person.” 

4 After the screening committee had reduced the number 
of applicants from 85 to five, they were interviewed by a com- 
mittee from the administration, a committee from the physical 
education department and ‘a committee from the basketball 
team. This group recommended one person to the faculty 

’ council. 

a ““The-faculty..council had_to_approve that person,” Pat 

* said, “because he would have faculty status and | feel for- 

tunate | was that person.” 

Many years ago a prospective coach would never be in- 
terviewed by the--playars.. The old adage was “children 
should be seen and not heard,” With this in mind we were 
conterned about Penn's interview with the players. 

“|-think being interviewed by the players,” Penn said, 

was the one thing that struck me about them and | think it is 
one of the reasons that | decided to go there,” 

“When | first went down there for the interview | wasn’t 
sure |'d get it. | got to talx to the athletic director, Jack Scott, 
-and’tothe team. The thing that struck me about the team was 
they think they can win. That was their most outstanding 
quality and that is half of the battle. If you think you can win, 
you have a fighting chance.” Ex-Mohawk Jerry Saunders is 
captain. of Oberlin. : 

When we inquired about the type of offense and/or 
defense the new coach will use at Oberlin, he said, “| have 
always decided n the offense and defense we play by the 
material we have had. | don't imagine | will change too much 
when! go up there. I'll see exactly what we have, what 
capability we have and I'll decide what we are going to do.” 

Two years ago Bishop Ready became known as a zone 
team; Penn said. “Our one-three-one was devastating but we 
had good material for that. This year our man-to-man was ac- 
tually what carried us over. We had material that was more 
conducive to a man-to-man. So we'll do depending on what 
we have,” the coach added. 

“During your nine year stay at Ready what gave you your 
biggest thrills?” 

“Lasgayear’s two biggest games - first, beating Big 
Wainut,” he i jately replied. “Why Big Walnut?” 

“Well, bec: no one ground here thought we could 
beat them,” he Said with a smile. ‘They were 6-6, 6-9 and 
everyone thought they were so good. Then ‘beating 
Lexington for the state championship.” 

There were other glorious moments which crossed 
Penn's inward eye. “This year the biggest thrill, without a 
question,” he said, “was the beating of Steubenville Central 
Catholic.” We reminded Penn that the Silver Knights had 
beaten Steubenville in Colufnbus in 1972. 

"¥6s,"" he said, “but they had practically the same team 
back. We had to play them o ‘= Steubenville. 


They\ were a lot bigger than we were. We were down nine 
points at the half and we came out in the second half and 
took the game. That probably was the biggest thrill! ever 
had,” he rejnterated.

Saturday Review ... For years | have been a great 
admirer of Westbrook Pegler, one of the greatest sport 
columnist who was read by millions ... When Iwas in 
college | would read everything that Pegler wrote in his 
column. He was a source of information and knowhow. 

He was also a fight writer and to say he was good 
would be the understatement of the century. 

There is one fight story I will never forget. It was 
the second fight between the great Joe Louis and Jer- 
sey Joe Walcott, who ranked with the best of the cen- 
tury in the heavyweight division. He didn’t come into 
his own until he had reached his thirties. On the other 
hand Louis, without a doubt, was and is still considered 
one of the greatest of all time in the heavyweight 


division. 

There are some who rank him next to ‘great Jack 
Johnson, the greatest heavyweight of all time, despite 
the fact he came along in the early 1900's when 
prejudice against the Negro fighter was at its peak, 
especially if he was the world’s champions. 

There was no doubt in the minds of the fight fans 
they wanted_both Walcott and Louis to win, because 
they were the favorites regardless of the fact they were 
both Negro boxers, they were crowd--pleasers. 

Now for the second Louis-Walcott fight as told by 
Pegler. , : 

Did you Know that Walcott 
at one time was a punching 
dummy for the great Brown 
Bomber, now, he was ready. 
for his second fight with the. 
“Champ” in 1948. 

Pegler- said “In a rushing 
finish to a cautious~ timid, 
two-dollar. fight, Joe Louis 
caught Joe Walcott on the 
ropes near Louis’ own corner, 
and just knocked him apart in 
the eleventh round of the 
heavyweight championship 
fight_at the Yankee Stadium. 

| might add we heard it on 
the radio’... It was a terrific 
fight and the old living room 
was crowded with folks sit- 
ting on the floor, while others 
stretched out on the floor. | 
had invited some of my 
friends over to hear the fight. 

| was living then in Hamilton, 
Ohio. 

~ The surprise of the fight 
came in the third round when 
Walcott caught his old boss 
with an overhand right to the 
chops and sat Louis on his 
purple pants. 

The Champ did not take 
any formal count from the 
timer, but he get a rest

Walcott of course won that 
round, when he clipped his 
old boss. 

It was.a typical Louis fight. 
There is one thing we knew 
and that was Louis could be 
tagged’ including by some 
nonentities: 

Louis. method was always 
the same. He would work 
eautiously,—working slowly

flashes, and then whipping 
his gloves through for the 
“Kil” 

Walcott was a cute fighter. 
He threw caution to the 
winds. He taunted Louis 
throughout the fight, hoping 
to draw him in so that he 
would make @ mistake and 
then “bang.” We call it bear- 
baiting. 

Walcott fought in a way 
some what standardized by a 
few nimble Stylists. which 
calls for a whirling motion of 
the gloves about waist-high, 
a guying gesture of the chin, 
as though inviting a hook and 
then a sudden breal in stride 
to the right. Walcott was 
taking a chance and he knew 
it, but he was a master boxer 
and was a cutey in the ring. 

Several times with this 
style, Walcott was able to 
turn his side to Louis a dozen 
times and simply walk away; 
leaving the Brown Bomber 
flat-footed, just when it 
seemed that Louis might 
hoist him off his feet. 

The patrons who had 
followed Louis down his long 
career had learned to hold 
their comments even when he 
was at his dullest. Many a 
time Louis had loafed along 
like. crafty Indian only to ex- 
plode in an instant and blow 
up the snow. That's was just 
what Louis did in ‘this fight 
with Walcott, : 

Then came the eleventh 
round .,. Louls must have felt 

his man in his arms. They can 

measure their 
strength and resistance by 
clinching and swaying. 
Walcott sent a léft hook to 
the head of Louis and a left to 
his cushion of @ guardian 
glove against Louis’ jaw. 
Walcott didn't like the 
crowded quarters and 
wiggled away. Louis sud- 
dently came alive’ and rushed 
him across the ring to the 
ropes near the Louis corner. 
it was the beginning of the 
end for Walcott. 

Louis was the stronger of 
the two. Walcott turned, tried 
to escape and was caught by 
a right to the jaw. He went 
down flat rocked on his spine 
in a heart broken spasm and 
was out like a light. 

it was ‘all over for Jersey 
Joe Walcott ... many a writer 
has said one could have wept 
for Walcott who was so close

and the dismembered Office of 
Economic Opportunity, all of which 
seriously effect minority people. 

As a consequence, we must 
reconcile ourselves to the fact that 
we can no longer depend upon ace 
tion by government alone - 
primarily the Federal Government, 
but including state and local gov- 
emmental-action,-to_fit_the Negro... 
effectively into American ‘life. 


Thus it is inevitable that Negroes 
are turning to the private sector to 
America business és the most 
viable hope for affirmative action in 
equal opportunity specifically 
equal employment opportunity. 


lt is encouraging to note that 
many far-sighted business leaders, 
and some alert governmental 
leaders at state and local levels, are 
manifesting serious concern with 
social issues. Among these com- 
panies are those who have refused 
to back away from their com- 
mitments, but who are now taking a 
firmer and longer-ranged view of 
their involvement. 


The surge of the 1960s, during 
which great excitement was oc- 
casioned by the opening of an in- 
creased number of major corporate 
jobs to blacks, seems to be waning. 
Blacks, both in and outside of major 
white businesses are basing career 
decisions on more solid ground. 


On the other side of the coin, 
businesses, despite their “equal 
employment opportunity’ slogans, 
are moving away from both quotas 
anc tokenism, and have been ap- 
plying more critical qualifications 
for black recruitment. 


As we review the employment. 
picture for the remainder of the 70s, 
it becomes apparent that there has 
been a substantial increase in the 
number of Negroes in the United 
States who have the opportunity to 
become educated, to secure better 
jobs, and to acquire a reasonable 
income. The most single impressive 
figure is that only about half of the 
Negroes today are in the South-not 
including Maryland and the District 
of Columbia and West Virginia. Ot 
the other half, two of five Negro 
families have an annual income of 
$8000 or more. 


While business has made a large 
number of jobs available to 
Negroes in the better white-collar 
and professional and technical 
fields, the greatest number of 
~Negroes-who have-succeeded oc- — 
cupationally work for the govern- 
‘ment, Business has opened many 


“opportunities, but government is 


. A 


still the major employer. 

From 1960 to 1965, almost a 
million Négroes obtained em- 
ployment in the United States and 
one quarter of that million got jobs 
at the technical or managerial level. 


Jobs are definitely opening up at 
the top of the occupational ladder. 
On the other hand, 5 million white 
people in the United States are em- 
ployed. in sales occupations. A 
Proportionate number of Negroes 
would be 500,000 but in actuality 


sales jobs, which still represent a 
splendid opportunity for them. 


The major crisis in employment is 
faced by the Negroes trapped in the 
~inner-city, who are the major-vic- 
tims of the splintering between 
suburb and city. Many industries 
have relocated plants and offices 
on.the periphery of the metropolitan 
ring: Inner-city’ Negroes find they 
can not get to the new jobs- jobs 
they could do well, blue-collar jobs, 
warehousing jobs, jobs in steel 
mills. the distance between the.jobs 
and Where Negroes live is 
becoming a serious matter, and 
thus housing discrimination has 
become twice as critical. 


This is why businesses is being 
challenged to more than just offer 
jobs on a non-discriminatory basis. 
A true affirmative action program in 
equal opportunity will require that 
business and industrial leaders use 
their obvious power to influence 


needed changes in housing pat- | 


terns and educational quality. 


Acknowledgely, corporate 
business, in the last few years, has 
tried to be responsive on the em- 
ployment front; firms not only have 
hired Negroes who are fully 
qualified but some have even tried 
to open employment opportunities 


to handicapped Negroes.-While-the- 


score varies from company to com- 
pany and from location to location, 
this is where business gets its best 
work, and it would be gross 
ingratitude should Negro leader- 
ship fail to acknowledge it. 


Nevertheless, business in general 
has avoided deep involvement in 
metropolitan planning. With a 
few outstanding exceptions, 
businessmen and companies with 
large stakes in, the cities have hac 
little appreciation of the way in 
which urban communities are 
deteriorating, leaving the problem 
up to “somebody else," presumably 
government, 


Nor have many businessmen 
been aware of the smoildering 
discontent that inhabits the teeming 
inner cities, a threat that can 
become more and more ominous in 
the face of further inaction. 


“ Profitable business cannot 
operate in a quasi-military en- 
vironment. Dynamic capital 
depends upon security of property. 
AFFIRMATIVE ACTION IN EQUAL 
OPPORTUNITY is not only a 
manifestation by business of cor- 
porate responsibility.

VA, _ Rhodes On Comeback Trail 


Former Gov. James A. Rhodes ap- 
Pears to have spiked rumors that he 
may run for the U.S. senate in 1974 
when he officially tiled 
nomination petitions as a 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
last Thursday with Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown. Z 

Rhodes, who was governor from 1963 
to 1971, was given the green light for a 
third term bid by a decision of the Ohio 
Supreme Court on May. 10. He at- 
tempted to file the petitions earlier this 
year but was blocked by Brown, thus 
opening the way for the high court to 
tule on the language of Ohio's con- 
stitutional amendment limiting gover- 
nors to two consecutive, terms. 

With the ruling in Ahodes favor, 
Brown personally accepted the 
petitions, giving Rhodes a headstart on 
all other potential gubernatorial can- 
didates in the Republican primary elec- 
tion next spring. Should he get past the 


he will face Gov. John J. Gilligan in the 
general election in November, 1974. 
After filing hic petitions, Rhodes said 
the campaign will be a case of mat- 
ching his eight years as governor 


~againstthe four year Gilligan’ ad- 


ministration. Gilligan had not com- 
mented on Rhodes candidacy at this 
writing, but during a press interview 
sometime ago, he admitted that Rhodes 
would ‘be the Candidate he'd fear the 


most. ‘He may or may not have been 


leveling with the public, but at any rate, 
it appears now that his opponent will be 
the man he claims to fear the most. 

When the Ohio House took up for 
consideration one of the most con- 
troversial bill’s debated on the floor this 
session, a black member was holding 
down the speaker's chair. Rep. William 
Mallory (D-Cincinnati), who is assistant 
majority floor leader, presided 
throughout the 90-minute heated 
debate, a distinction that no previous 
black member has ever achieved. 

The measure, Amended SB 90, was

designed to zero in on urban blight. it 
sailed though the Ohio Senate in mid- 
April without any serious Opposition, 


but it was an entirely different story in - 


the House. House opposition was so 
strong, that the sponsors agreed 77-18 
to refer the bill to Local Government 
Committee to iron out some of the 
kinks which the opponents refused to 
buy. 4 

The bill, specifically, would give 
Private developers power, under a city 
council approved plan, to appropriate 
Property in “impacted urban” areas for 
residential, commercial or industrial 
development. 

At one point during the--withering 
debate, House Speaker A.G. Lancione 
(0-Ballaire), who passed his gavel to 
Mallory at the beginning of the session, 
commented to this reporter that his 
stand-in was performing commendably. 
He also noted that during his 25 years 
in the House, he'd never seen a black 


Lancione, who has been a staunch 
Supporter of civil rights legislation 
throughout his long House tenure, said 
he decided to turn the chair over to 
Mallory for the day in recognition of 
Thomas Bradley's “Smashing” victory in 
the Los Angeles mayoralty race the 
previous evening. Since the black 
People were making history in LA, Lan- 
cione said he thought it appropriate for 
black Ohioans to make history in the 
Ohio House of Representatives. 

Although Lancione made no 
reference to this fact, during that same 
session, two black sponsored measures 
were approved by the House. HB.400, 
sponsored by Rep. C.J. McLin (D-

Governor, Let Lou Smith Go 


Hemember Louis Smith, the black 
dude who headed a group at the 
General Electric Plant in Cincinnati 
called Justice Opportunity Betterment 
(JOB), a group which represented em- 
ployees, mostly black at GE? * 

Smith was convicted in April on a 
charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon. He was sentenced to one to 
three years in the Ohio Penitentiary. 


It was the quickest trial and the 
quickest execution of a sentence in the 
history of the Hamilton County Court 
System. 

Smith just lost an appeal before the 
Ohio Supreme Court. The local chapter 
of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, headed 
by J.€. Johnson, feels that Smith is in- 
nocent. 


Johnson has sent telegrams to 
United States, Congressinan William J. 
Keating, State Senator William Bowen, 
State Representative William Mallory, 
and James Rankin; and Cincinnati 
Mayor Theodore Berry. 

The telegrams are asking that these 
public office holders send letters or 
pick upsthe phone and call Governor 
Gilligan and ask him to intercede in 
Smith's case: in other words, show 
some clemency. Because if thére is no 
clemency, Smith will begin serving the 
one tO three-year term in about two 
weeks.

helluva lot of other groups dan't believe 
Smith is guilty. Or at least they do not 
believe the circumstances surrounding 
the Smith case warrants a one to three- 
year sentence

The Crime Of Imprisonment 


You might think that the Watergate 
mess might dampen the ardor o! the 
law and order crowd, but apparently it 
hasn't. 

Although official statistics indicate a 
down-turn, in the crime rate, public 
hysteria continues to grow, There is a 
new push for more prisons, tougher 
sentences, and the restoration of the 
death penalty -- none ot which have 
deterred crime in the past 

A kitty of over halt-a-billion dollars 
has. been proposed to build ten more 
federal. maximum security prisons, A 
revision of the federal criminal code 
has been proposed that would set high 
minimum sentences, and mandate long 
prison terms and even death for some 
crimes, And at least 13 states have 
taken advantage of the Supreme 
Court's ruling that left the way open to 
reinstate the death penalty if it is ap- 
plied uniformly, to reimpose that 
needless and brutal sentence, : 

If the goal of all these steps is to cut 
crime. they make no sense at all. Their 
only result will be to blindly lash out at 
people’ convicted of crimes, while 
leaving the causes of crime and the 
inequities of the present Criminal 
justice system intact 

With probation and counseling ser- 


‘Wices starved tor funds for example. if; 


couldn't be more wastetul than to build 
new maximum security jails. The record 
of the prison system is ‘an: almost un- 
broken tale of failure. of racism, of 


brutality, and of training for future 
crimes: 
Stiff sentences never deterred 


criminals in the past, even when pick- 
pockets were hung and thieves drawn 
and quartered. To suppose that long 
mandatory sentences. or even the death 


penalty, will cut crime now is a form of. 


self-deception that only diverts at- 
tention ‘from the real causes and cures 
of crime. 

A lot of research and thinking has 
gone into the problem of crime in 
recent years. A couple of Presidential 
commissions and _ professional 
associations have made some sensible 
observations and suggestions, but in 
the present climate they are going 
unheeded.

Sentencing procedures are biased 
against the poor and the black, Defen- 
dants with private Jawyers are sen- 
fenced half as severely as those who 
can’t atford them. Blacks nearly always 
get longer sentences than do whites for 
the same crimes. 


“White-collar” crime goes largely un- 
punished. A theft of a few dollars can 
draw a six-month sentence, but a multi- 
million dollar stock fraud criminal can 
get off with a Suspended sentence and 
Go Home to his House im the suburbs 


Nearly three-fourths of those con- 
victed. of auto theft went to jail for an 
average term of three years, but only fif- 
teen percent of those convicted in 
stock frauds thatsundermine the 
economic system went to jail at all, and 
their average term was less than a year. 

It ought to be cledr by now that 
prisons are only factories ot bitterness, 
ass-producing- angry, frustrated - in- 
dividuals with a grudge against society. 
Caging a man up, stripping him of his 
freedom. his family, his self-respect, his 
mental and physical needs, is.not going 
to rehabilitate him 

The criminal justice system is a 
failure not because there aren't enough 
jails, not because judges are “soft- 
headed" not because “criminals” have 
too many rights, but because it is shot 
through With discrimination against the 
poor and the black, with capriciousness 
that over-punishes some crimes while 
letting others escape the law, with a 
lack of humanity, with no realistic 
means of encouraging people con- 
victed of crimes to become contributing 
members of the community and 
because it stresses blind vengeance at 
the expense of renabilitation. 

This results in great personal 
tragedies, but_perhaps more important, 
it undermines the whole structure of 
law and society

In another report referring to a Nixon 
proposal-in-1970, a” correspondent of 
“The Washington Post’ elaborated on 
the proposal of the President, which 
would have created ‘a super-spy 
operation and entail the creation of a 
White House controlled intelligence ac- 
tivity. It included plans for illegal sur- 
veillance and surreptitious entry aimed 
at leftist and racial groups. 

This super-spy operation would con- 
sist of representatives from the White 
House, the FBI, the CIA, the Defense In- 
telligence Agency, the National 
Security Agency and the three military 
counter intetligence-agencies._ Each 
agency would have a division of labor, 
but it would all be coordinated by the 
White House, aimed at leftist and racial 
groups. 

President Nixon's proposal was 
rejected by Hoover and tater scuttled. 
But, obviously, the White House 
organized its own secret police and 
Gestapo; hence, Watergate. Hoover ob- 
jected to the President's 1970° and 
recent proposal not bécause he op- 
posed espionage activity against leftist 
and black groups, but because he op- 
posed the President's efforts to have 
anyone evaluating and dictating the ac- 
tivities of the FBI. This super-spy board 
would have done just what Hoover 
feared. 

It is. not_beyond one's credulity te 
suspect that secret police and Gestapo- 
like activity in this country on a high 
level may have been involved in the 
plots which resulted in the 
assassinations of Malcolm X and Or. 
Martin Luther King, according to a 
number of prominent national black 
leaders. Of course, Black people do not 
need a Watergate affair to conjecture 
this possibility. 

A quick glimpse of American _racial 
polices of genocide is sufficient to 
convince many of such a possibility. 

—But-the-Watergate-affair,.aad_all its im- 
plications and interconnections, further 
magnifies the gross terrorism and 
iniquities which are part of American 
political and economic culture. . 

Aba up all the domestic intelligence 
activities of this country, including 
federal, state, local and private agen- 
cies aimed at repressing the black com- 
munity. They are more terrifying to the 
black community than was the KKK in 
the 20's and the 30's. We now have a

Union The Penal 


Reform Movement 


DEAR EDITOR: 

This letter is to urge you and your 
staff to take a positive stand on the 
prisoners. labor union and. the penal 
reform movement in ‘Ohio. 

Most people don't seem to realize 
that penal reform if pursued honestly, 
could easily be our greatest deterrent 
to crime at its source, the minds-of men. 
This premise becomes true in its 
greatest depth when applied to 
economically underdeveloped areas 
(people) and because of the reason for 
its existence, particularly the ghetto. 

Organization, foundations and gover- 
nment programs for educating, 
vocational orientation and generally 
raising the values and standards of the 
man in the street (the unimprisoned 
man) are numbered in the several 
dozen. Yet within the prison system 
there are so few sincerely implemented 
programs a great many of the 8,500 or 


tragic result is that most men are 
paroled into society less able to cope 
with the pressures there than when he 
was first commited. His lengthy sen- 
tence having served no purpose, con- 
sider the recidivist rate! 
The Lucasville strike began Friday, 
May 15, 1973. At first it was called to 
“protest court tickets issued-to-volunteer 
workers in the dining room who oc- 
casionally do not show up for work. 
There are about 850 idle men in 
Lucasville prison. 

When the prison union leaders 
realized the inmate body had called the 
strike hastily and over a relatively in- 
significant grievance the purpose of the 
strike was merged with the goals of the 
prisoners union. 

The first aims were-the-recognition of 
the prisonefs union and its authorized 
bargaining agents by state government 
officials. Hopefully, later through the 
prison union we can encourage 
legislation that (1) will provide honestly 
beneficial technical training to 
prisoners, (2) will provide decent wages 
and contributions to prisoners support 
of their families (not the present 10c an 
hour or the $9 per month to be sent 
home to wives and children as a group) 
and (3) will hasten a man's return to his 
family and a meaningful productive life. 

Mr. Walker, you. can do much in 
aiding Ohio's prisoners-in.their quest 
for truth, fairness and above all a new 
chance of ‘life not just freedom!

._Powell Wielded Big Stick 


There developed discussion of a 
black man in the President's cabinet 
and who would be the most effective 
black men to serve on his staff. An ap- 
pointee is never more powertul than the 
appointer wants him to be 

Any decisions he may make are only 
expressions of the head man for, as 
long as the head man can fire -- the ap- 
pointee moves in his area of command 
and no deviation will be tolerated. An 
appointee is only a commander of 
traditional routine activity, never the 
formulator of a new format to_benefit 
anyone if the appointer is not in accord. 

Take any of the blacks ne have suc- 
ceéded in having themselves elected 
into public office. They are powerful in 
their posts, but in a cabinet, strings at- 
tached exist from which they cannot 
break. Negroes have had appointed 
positions but what have they ac- 
complished conspicuolis in- hational 
prominence? Virtually nothing but the 
collection ot-a fat salary: 

The most powerful man in national 
American history was Adam Clayton 
Powell. He was elected to 
Congress by his New York constituency 
and later was appointed chairman of a 
powertul committee 8% seniority over. 
others and wielded the powerful stick 
of bringing Congressmen around fo 
legislation favoring the blacks. 

He just delayed to bring up important 
bills wanted by whiteCongressmen until 
the very interested Congressmen sup- 
ported legislation he wanted passed 
pertaining to the black men. He had a 
big stick to bring obstinate whites to 
terms — the kind of stick very few 
blacks have ever’ had. 

No other black man has been able to 
wield such power because cafe has 
been exercised not to let another black 
in such a spot. Other black 
-Congressmen have voting power but no 
coercion power -- not the power of 
coercion of Powell. 

A presidential cabinet or staff post — 
where's the big stick to enforce a 
nation over a presidential objection?

There are black appointees all over the 
land but they are mere caretakers of 
specified activities with’any action on | 
their part subject to countermand if the 
appdinting officer, and, few, if any, 
black men can look beyond that big fat 
salary into martyrdom for a cause. 

It is nice to see Black men as a part 
of the appointed government, but what 
can they do other than be manikins ina 
window dressing? 

Elected -men have power because 
they cannot be ejected from office 
without due process of law for coun- 
tering someone's notions 

It must be noted here that the 
President, in restaffing those high plum 
jobs of the White House, has not named 
a black man to a post. 

There was a moment's thought that 
he might name a Democrat. Not even 
that thus far. Maybe he will, but his 
original staff was mighty white. But, on 
the other hand, no black man has had 
to confront a grand jury or a Senate 
Committee other than a little black 
guard who first discovered the 
Watergate burglary and he did the 
honorable thing — thought there were 
thieves about and: called the police. 

Nope; the black. man of the nation 
just looks on without embarrassment as 
things’ have’ gone’ thus tar. 

One dotes on seeing the Negro a part 
of government, but of what use to the 
overall population of blacks other than 
that the door is open for another and 
another, but an appointment merely 
places him as that voice “full of sound 
and fury signifying nothing” a 
diplomat without portfolio. 

The only result would be to get a 
black man a high salary, but what coutd 
he do for the black people's benefit 
beyond what his superior’s program 
calls for and that is generally precious 
little. 

What the potentials of good staff 
members must begin to strive tor is to 
bring American people to an evenness 
of attitude that there be a black, a Jew 
or yellow President one day.

HOW DOES THE NEW OHIO CREDIT

The new law has one important 
provision concerning security for a 
debt.

Diabetes is a chronic disease that 
develops when the body cannot 
properly utilize certain foods, especially 
sugars and starches. It is commoner in 
women than in men, and often it 
appears for the first time during 
pregnancy. It is a serious threat to the 

health..of-the-unborn-baby- were 

Almost two and a half million people 
in the U.S. are known diabetics; 
perhaps another million and a half have 
the disease and don't know it. A mother 
can pass diabetes on to her children 
without showing any symptoms herself. 

Before the discovery of insulin (a 
hormone which lowers the amount of 
sugar in the blood) in the early 1920's 
diabetes and pregnancy were a deadly 
combination, Nearly half of all babies 
carried by diabetic mothers were lost, 
shortly before, during, or soon after 
delivery. With insulin and other 
improvements in medical care about 
ten per cent of these babies are now 
lost. In mild forms of the disease, infant 
loss is not much higher than it is with 
mothers who are free of diabetes. 

Doctors look for diabetes in patients 
who are overweight, who have already 
given birth to babies weighing nine 
pounds or more, or whose families have 
a history of the disease:

Most pregnant 
women who: develop: diabetes during 
pregnancy experience only a mild form 
of the disease, F 
Diabetes is more serious for the 
woman who already has it When she 
becomes pregnant. She must be 
followed closely by the physician in 
charge of her obstetrical care ;work- 
ing closely with her family doctor or 
the specialist'who has been treating 
the diabetes. She’ must’ see her doctor 
more often than the non-diabetic 
pregnant patient. Her * insulin 
requirements must be checked 
carefully, changed when necessary, 
and coordinated with regular daily 
exercise which reduces insulin needs. 
The greatest danger to her baby 
comes during the last six weeks of 
pregnancy. For this reason physician 
sometimes bring on early labor with 
drugs or deliver the baby early 
cesarean section (surgery through the 
wall of the uterus and the abdomen).
